Tentatively, the schedule calls for Registration prior to a cocktail party on Friday April 27. 
That evening’s dinner will engage the ““Second Century” theme and feature a distin- 
guished speaker. Saturday the 28th, the pace increases, beginning with optional “‘early- 
tiger’ exercise and run with students, followed by continental breakfast. Seminars start at 
9:00 a.m. and carry through until 5:00 p.m. A luncheon with a second speaker provides 
intermission from the serious talk. In the evening, a relaxing dinner — no speeches, no 
seminars — closes the Headmaster’s Conference, possibly to the accompaniment of 
orchestral and choral concert by Ridley music students. Thus and otherwise, the present 
students of Ridley College will actively contribute talent and energy to the Conference’s 
SUCCESS.

Headmaster’s Message 





Dear Parents, Alumni, & Friends 
of Ridley: 


As I write it is the first day of Lent 
Term, with the skies leaden, the tem- 
perature just above freezing, and the 
ground covered with six-to-eight 
inches of slush — St. Catharines in the 
winter! Spirits are good, however, as 
they usually are at the start of things. In 
retrospect it was an excellent fall, des- 
pite an unfortunate disciplinary crisis 
during examinations which indicated 
that we must re-emphasize with our 
students the importance of integrity 
and the terrible dangers of taking illicit 
short-cuts for personal gain. A pri- 
marily student group will be evaluating 
the Ridley Honour Code this winter in 
terms of how it can be better articulated 
and understood by all members of the 
community. 


But the Michaelmas Term was, on 
balance, a fine one for its combination 
of successful adjustment to the over- 
flow numbers of students in Upper 
School; the fine record of fall sports 
including football’s two wins over 
TCS, and one each over Appleby and 
SAC — only UCC shut us out! Strong 
extra-curricular activity, included the 
best fall drama production in some 
years, a French farce with a large cast 
and most complex staging entitled “A 
Flea in Her Ear’’; and a strong aca- 
demic result attested to increased 
selectivity in admissions and a serious 
academic commitment. The New Stu- 
dent system, particularly the Big 
Brother/Big Sister programme of old 
student advisers for new Grade 10's 
and 11’s worked out well, with the Old 
Students in some houses writing most 
articulate (and in most cases, gram- 
matical) reports on their new students 
that went home either at mid-term or at 
Christmas. Other houses will be ren- 
dering similar reportage in the future. 
It was heartening, and sometimes 
amusing, to see Grade 13’s offering 
paternal advice to their young charges! 
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To my mind this is a much more mean- 
ingful exercise in leadership and re- 
sponsibility than watching one’s bed 
be made for the year; “‘slobbing’’ — 
rotational room cleanup for senior stu- 
dents by Grade 10’s — now stops at the 
end of first term. 


As ‘‘the feature’’ of this issue of 
Tiger portrays, the fall also saw a most 
successful 4th Dimension Week in No- 
vember, with Ridleians undergoing a 
myriad of educational experiences out- 
side the regular classroom. Entirely 
new were the Grade 10 expedition to 
Fort York, and the Grade 12 and 13 
‘‘vocational internships.’’ Several 
alumni have since indicated to me their 
willingness to sponsor a Ridley student 
for four days next November to give 
them a taste of their business or pro- 
fession — ranging from a marine artist 
in Massachusetts to a stockbroker in 
Toronto. I hope that all alumni will 
think seriously about the possibility of 
participating in the ‘“‘internship’’ pro- 
gramme next year. 


New possibilities in the offing in- 
clude planning for a major refurbishing 
for Arthur Bishop House, most prob- 
ably this summer, with a “‘division’’ of 
the house into two administrative units 
and the addition of an additional 
housemaster’s apartment at the east 
end. Furthermore, following the De- 
cember Report_of _the Faculty Com- 
mittee, chaired by Mr. Michael Scott, 
thedécision was made to offer_this 

\ July, 1984, Ontario’s first major inde- 
)pendent school residential advanced 
‘academic credit summer session. This 
Academic Summer Session will be for 
50 or so students studying one of four 
subjects for Grade 13 credit: Calculus, 
Advanced Algebra, English, or Econ- 
omics.

demic community prior to university. 
Independent schools in Ontario have 
hesitated to offer fee-paying summer 
sessions of much scope in the past 
because local boards offered free 
summer credits, but many summer ses- 
sions at local boards have been cut 
back, and the quality of the courses is 
often low. This new venture will run in 
conjunction with Sports Ridley camps 
in hockey, tennis, soccer, and bas- 
ketball, as well as an expanded version 
of the highly successful new venture of 
last summer, the Computer Camps. It 
all keeps us busy!

Lieutenant Colonel A. C. ‘‘Andy”’ Iggulden 


The Ridley Family have lost one of 
their most loved and respected mem- 
bers in Andy Iggulden and close their 
ranks to offer a collective expression 
of sympathy to Brian, Anne and Paul. 
Colonel Iggulden died suddenly at his 
home on Friday 28 October. Some 
years ago he suffered a lengthy ill- 
ness, but recently Andy seemed to 
regain his strength and we all began 
again to take for granted his presence 
in Chapel and his brisk orbits of the 
campus on his bicycle. 


Recent graduates and current stu- 
dents saw a cheerful, benign coun- 
tenance looking out at them, but 
generations of boys who passed under 
his steady gaze will recall to mind an 
entirely different man. I think for Rid- 
ley boys the Colonel’s story probably 
begins with his experiences in 
W.W.II. His capture by the Japanese 
and subsequent incarceration in a 
concentration camp assumed heroic 
proportions. When he was released 
after 3% years he weighed 93 
pounds. One immediately wonders 
what kind of emotional and physical 
resources enable a person to survive 
that particular hell; but there were 
dimensions to this man of courage, 
tenacity and resilience — essential 
Christian features — that marked him 
out as special. Stories passed along 
about his early days at Ridley have 
become enshrined — certainly his 
period of adjustment could not have 
been easy. Of course, one suspects 
that it could not have been easy at any 
time to be ‘‘Cap’’ Iggulden’s son — 
in his own way severe and unyielding 
— but when Andy joined the Staff in 
1949 the boys tested him un- 
mercifully. His wife, Ethel, to whom 
he was deeply devoted, shared those 
early trials, the original frustration 
with energetic or recalcitrant boys, 
and enabled him to find his deepest 
strengths. Paradoxically, his wartime 
suffering and subsequent struggles 
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LCol. Iggulden, October 1983 


yielded a new vigour, an expanded 
capacity for understanding and 
compassion. 


‘‘The Colonel’’ (or, as so many 
once referred to him, *““The Major’’) 
offered a concentrated, fiery pre- 
sence. He captured the imagination 
with an incongruous mixture of stern- 
ness and self-effacing good humour. 
Innumerable people will remember 
the familiar, gravelly incantation, 
‘“*You horrible-looking MON- 
STER!’’ You knew instantly that 
you’d done something wrong — that 
you were the one whose ‘‘two left 
feet’’ had put the entire platoon out of 
step — and you stood shaking, caught 
in limbo somewhere between abso- 
lute panic and convulsive laughter. 
After all, beneath the Colonel’s 
rugged, uncompromising exterior lay 
a comic actor’s sense of timing. He 
had a marvellous way of making the 


disciplined life seem reasonable and 
practical, even compelling. The 
Colonel presided over countless 
Cadet Inspections, his own dis- 
tinguished bearing lending to erect 
posture, precision in drill and a gen- 
eral spit ’n polish smartness a certain 
theatrical charm. On days of sunshine 
and urgency, preparing to faint in the 
heat of early May, his voice would be 
in your ear telling you to relax, and 
nerves and muscles would suddenly 
reassert control. 


His life was often a public offering, 
so that much of what lingers in the 
mind tastes of ceremony and display; 
but his sense of commitment, public 
or private, was firm. Indeed, for Rid- 
ley’s great men — the people without 
whom the School would be very 
different — the imperative has always 
been service: to one’s family, to the 
School, to the community, and to 
one’s friends and colleagues; and in 
Andy’s life the territory of generosity 
seemed ever expanding. He gave a 
part of himself to so many. His view 
of the preciousness of life, con- 
secrated as it was to helping boys find 
a place in the world, made words like 
tradition, service, integrity and faith 
urgently comprehensible. 


Latterly, the girls of Dean’s House 
and Gooderham House East (of which 
Rosemary Iggulden is the House- 
mistress) discovered a warm, witty, 
avuncular man whose wealth of stor- 
ies was an inexhaustible source of 
wisdom and entertainment. In re- 
tirement Andy established a place for 
himself, his energy and self- 
deprecating posture continuing to 
persuade people to his way of looking 
at the world. We have his example 
before us, and now can actively fur- 
nish our minds with memories of this 
great man.

The Fourth Dimension 





How does the school slot over 400 students into an indi- 
vidualized beyond-classroom experience without disrupting the 
academic program adversely? How do we expose our students 
to a wide variety of activities and opportunities which, over their 
time at Ridley, they would not otherwise obtain? Our answer to 
these questions is found in Ridley’s Fourth Dimension. In its 
eighth year of operation, it is hard now to imagine the week in 
November before the mid-term break without this annual scat- 
tering of the student and staff body. 

The Grade Thirteens for the most part engaged themselves 
in the exploration of various universities. These visits, done 
individually or in small groups, are now recognized as the single 
best source of information for students making their all-critical 
university choice. A smaller number of the Graduating Class 
spent their week in New York City as part of the Art History 
course. 

The Grade Twelves were involved in a variety of activities 
which were designed to cater to more specific interests. These 
included a Coaching Clinic at the school, certificating candi- 
dates in refereeing and coaching skills; a Music Experience, 
also based at Ridley but exploiting the Toronto musical and 
cultural scene; a tour of Ontario’s northland for geography 
students who visited mining and pulp and paper installations in 
the Timmins area; and the ever-popular tour of Quebec designed 
to expose students to the French culture and spirit of that historic 
city. The cast of the Drama Society’s production *A Flea in Her 
Ear’ gained a valuable week in concentrated rehearsal and 
set-construction. 

The Grade Elevens were kept together in their trek to Camp 
Kandalore in Haliburton. There they roughed it for the week 
learning some camping, canoeing and hiking skills, climbing 
rock faces and eating army rations. 

While the bulk of the Grade Tens went to Ottawa to see our 
government in action, to visit an embassy or two and to experi- 
ence a variety of museums, a smaller group went to Toronto’s

old Fort York to experience life as it was in 1812. 

The Fourth Dimension has evolved over the years into 
something which both staff and students enjoy and look forward 
to. It has both course-related benefits and experiential advan- 
tages which we believe we have an obligation to provide to all of 
our students. Aside from these factors, we see additional oppor- 
tunities for student leadership to emerge; we see a given grade 
level become more closely knit; we witness students getting to 
know each other in new ways; and staff-student relationships 
deepen on many different planes. 

We also had an interesting and successful experiment this 
year with parent assistance as well as with two new programs. 
The program works; those involved benefit greatly; and I think 
we can safely say that we are contributing to the great eye- 
opening that education should really be.

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Accepting The Challenge 


I think the success of the Fourth Dimension programme 
depends on one’s willingness to accept a challenge. Each 
student is strongly encouraged to undertake a challenge. The 
Grade Thirteen students have an opportunity to explore univer- 
sity campuses in Ontario, Quebec and New England, and the 
challenge before them is to seek out administrators, professors 
and other students and ask probing questions — to find answers 
that will enable them to determine the kind of university at 
which they want to spend a period of their life. The Grade Tens 
go to Ottawa where they absorb something about this country’s 
political life; they have to try to imagine what life would be like 
for a politician representing a constituency. In Quebec City, the 
Grade Twelves are challenged in a primarily cultural and lin- 
guistic way. They are exposed to a different way of life, a 
different cultural milieu, and prodded to test their developing 
facility with French. The experience at Camp Kandalore for 
Grade Elevens, the one with which I am most familiar, on the 
other hand, is fundamentally physical. 


Kandalore involves the development of camping and sur- 
vival skills while living ruggedly in a spartan setting. The trip 
requires a degree of physical stamina (as I think each one does, 
though at Kandalore the endurance factor is obvious), a certain 
level of energy — one has to be resilient. When it’s raining, for 
example, and you’ve just covered eight miles in the bush with 
another five before you reach camp, you’ ve got to absorb a little 
discomfort, nothing desperate really, but you’ve got to be 
stoical. Or when you’ ve just made a wrong move in your canoe 
and found yourself in twenty feet of five degree water, then 
calmness is necessary; otherwise there could be trouble. 
Urgency prevails in skill development because boys and girls 
realize that skills are absolutely necessary — they have to learn 
in a rudimentary way a level of competence quickly, or the 
result may be disaster.

There were many at Kandalore who accepted, quite cheer- 
fully and supportively, the physical challenge; these were 
people who pushed themselves, who managed to be enthusiastic 
and carve out the means of enjoyment. In this kind of situation, 
one naturally looks for a little character, for the people who are 
capable of looking out for themselves but who also have the 
capacity to accept responsibility for others. And because of the 
setting and the importance of acquiring skills, the reliable ones 
emerged with astonishing quickness. 


The four day Fourth Dimension programme is demanding 
for many, but the demands of each individual trip teach the 
energetic, and also the less committed, something about them- 
selves and the way in which exposure to challenges improves |

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New Computer Studies Department 


Ridley College, as of November 1983, has a new depart- 
ment of Computer Studies, under the chairmanship of Michael 
Hamilton. The creation of a distinct academic discipline indi- 
cates a broadening of the role of the computer in the college’s 
curricula. 

For more than five years, a one year single credit course in 
computers has been offered under the aegis of the Mathematics 
Department. Sixteen Commodore PET computers, acquired in 
the late seventies, have recently been augmented by six new 
Super PET machines whose more diverse capabilities will serve 
the greater needs of the new department. Four of the PET 
computers have been allocated to the Lower School recently as 
part of the expansion of the programme. 

The perception amongst the faculty, especially the Maths 
teachers overseeing the computer course to date, had been that 
wider possibilities for the use of- computers in education at 
Ridley had not as yet been realized. A committee of inves- 
tigation identified three ameliorative targets to be struck by the 
creation of a separate department of Computer Studies. The first 
is the exposure of the general student body, Upper and Lower 
School, to an awareness of computers and facility with their 
multiple uses. The thinking was that, as long as computers were 
the exclusive concern of the Mathematics Department, they 
would be perceived as merely sophisticated adding machines. 
They are, of course, much more.

so-called ‘‘computer literacy.’’ Such a narrow definition is 
henceforth insufficient. The intent is to make the computer a 
tool known through a range of usage across the curriculum. 

Plans for increased employment of computer skills include 
such areas as word processing in subjects like English and 
History. The Super PET machines can produce colour graphics 
appropriate for work in Art and for charts and graphs in Geog- 
raphy and Economics. These computers can also generate 
sound, allowing them to be used for the composition of music. 

For potential computer scientists, the department will offer 
as a second main purposé an advanced course at the Grade 12 
level. This course will familiarize students with the five lan- 
guages which the Super PET is capable of: Basic, Fortran, 
Cobol, Pascal and Assembler. 

As a third aim, the Computer Studies department hopes to 
teach the teachers at Ridley, providing them with skills and 
materials to enhance the inter-disciplinary role of the computer 
at the College. Workshops will be held to instruct and encourage 
the faculty. 

Mr. Hamilton, who will share teaching duties in the de- 
partment with Messrs Munroe and Rattenbury, considers the 
study of computers to be superior even to mathematics as a 
means of teaching logical thinking. He cites the somewhat 
surprising admission of a number of students who say that 
learning to programme has had a positive effect on their essay 
writing. Mr. Hamilton, who has been teaching mathematics at 
Ridley since 1977, looks forward to further benefits to accrue 
from the broader definition of the function of computers in 
education.
